Investigators 
have few clues 
in plane crash 
probe: Expert 

An aviation expert says determin¬ 
ing what caused a fatal plane 
crash near Kelowna, B.C., will 
be especially difficult because 
the aircraft didn't have flight 
recording devices. 

Investigators will be work¬ 
ing with very limited informa¬ 
tion as they probe why a small 
Cessna jet crashed shortly after 
take off late Thursday, saidjurek 
Sasiadek, a professor of aerospace 
engineering at Carleton Univer¬ 
sity in Ottawa. 

Former Alberta premier Jim 
Prentice was among the four 
people on board the plane who 
were killed. 

The Transportation Safety 
Board has said the plane dis¬ 
appeared horn radar shortly after 
it took off and no emergency 


calls or signals were made be¬ 
fore the crash. 

T he aircraft, which was built 
in 1974. was completely de¬ 
stroyed and there was a fire after 
the crash. 

T hat will make investigators' 
jobs increasingly tough, Sasindek 
said, because it appears there 
aren't any large pieces of the 
plane left to look at for clues. 

“In this case, there w r as no 
communication, there's no black 
bos to rely on and the aircraft 
disintegrated almost completely," 
he said. “So it will take a long 
time to figure out. 1 guess, what 
happened, if it's ever possible." 

Cockpit voice recorders and 
flight data recorders, also known 
as black boxes, collect all of the 
details of a flight Sasiadek said. 

Lead crash investigator Bev¬ 
erley Harvey has said recording 
equipment was not required on 
the Cessna Citation.

Finding work still a challenge

Amy Park’s memory of her 
first day working last year is 
mostly a blur, except for the 
sense of pride she felt, 

“J was more excited than 
nervous, just the thought of 
being able to have a job, to be 
able to be working and have 
my voice heard,” Turk said. 

Park, who identifies as hav¬ 
ing a cognitive disability but 
prefers not to use the term 
“disability," took a job plan¬ 
ning events and advocating at 
the Self Advocacy federation. 

October is disability employ¬ 
ment awareness month. And 
though advocates say Edmon¬ 
ton has made strides forward, 
them is much more room to go. 

People with disabilities still 
struggle to find jobs. According 
to Statistics Canada, in 2011 
the employment rate of Can¬ 
adians aged 25 to 64 with dis¬ 
abilities was 49 per cent, ver¬ 
sus 79 per cent for Canadians 
without, 

The difficulty of finding em¬ 
ployment is something Park 
can vouch for, 

"1 must have applied every¬ 
where," she said. Even with the 
help of an employment agency 
she said she couldn’t get her 


foot in the door anywhere. 

It wasn't until she moved 
to Edmonton and got involved 
with the federation that she 
caught a break — the federa¬ 
tion itself offered her a job one 
day a week. 

“In a lot of cases, people 
with disabilities aren't given 
the opportunities to add their 
voice."' she said. "There's a lot 


of stigma around people with 
disabilities, and people say, 
’They couldn't do that’ or 
They're not cognitively able.”' 

The Gateway Association, 
which provides employment 
help to people with disabilities, 
has an app that shows Edmon¬ 
ton businesses that hire inclu¬ 
sively. They also hold “cash 
mobs,” where they entourage 


people to shop at inclusive 
businesses. Next week they're 
staging one at District Coffee. 

T think when you see real 
success with inclusive hiring, 
it's finding those good fits,"' 
said Kenate Burwash. Gate¬ 
way's director of employment. 

Burwash adds that her or¬ 
ganization carefully evaluates a 
person's skills and limitations 


before matching them wot h an 
employer, 

“No one we talk to ever 
says to us, "We don't want to 
hire someone with a disabil¬ 
ity,’ but often they just don’t 
know how." she said. 

“Things are changing: it’s 
slower than we want, but the 
biggest thing is changing those 
preconceived notions.”

“AH of | the phone calls) start 
out in great disbelief," said Zwoz- 
desky, a former Progressive Con¬ 
servative MLA and speaker of the 
legislature, adding he was “ex¬ 
tremely saddened" by the news., 

Prentice was one of four 
people aboard a plane that 
crashed shortly after takeoff 
north of Kelowna. B.C. All four 
people aboard died. 

Zwozdesky said he was good 
friends with Prentice outside of 


the Alberta legislature, and re¬ 
members working closely with 
him on the campaign trail last 
spring. 

“He was fun. he was very down 
to earth, extremely principled 
and honest, and really worked 
hard in the community. He did 
a lot of charity and volunteer 
things as a lawyer." he said. 

Zwozdesky said Prentice, who 
served as Alberta's premier for 
seven months until the NDF 
ousted the PCs in the May 2015 
provincial election, was a rare 
politician who could “balance 
the free enterprise agenda vrith 
the social needs agenda." 

He described Prentice as a pri¬ 
vate man, and said the two had 
not spoken since the election. 

Zwozdesky offered condol¬ 
ences to Prentice's wife Karen 
and family, as well as the fam¬ 
ilies of the four other victims of 
the crash of a Cessna that went 
down shortly after takeoff. 

“1 think we've lost a great hu¬ 
man itarian as well as a great 
person and a great leader, and 
he will be a long time missed," 
he said.

Snow removal crews ready

Road teams in a flurry to get work done 



The city deadline for road projects is Oct. 31. kewm maimahwmetro 


Snow removal crews front the 
city are at the ready, despite the 
early snowfall this year. 

"The city has over 150 pieces 
of equipment to handle all as¬ 
pects of the winter, including 
plows, sanders, graders, side¬ 
walk plows and more." Bduando 
Sosa, director of roadway main¬ 
tenance, said in a statement on 
Friday. 

The city uses internal equip 
moit to handle the snow as part 
of regular maintenance plowing. 
When more snow is expected. 


die city calls out hired equipment 
to help manage the snowfall* 

Following a successful year in 
2015, die city will be once again 
use the Major Roads Plowing 
map. available online. The map 
is activated once more than 10 
centimetres of snow has accumu¬ 
lated on the city's main streets. 

The city's snow and ice control 
policy dictates roads and side¬ 
walks must be cleared within 4S 
hours after the end of snowfall 
Arterial roads, collector and bus 
routes are given priority, metro 


tarlv snow is wreaking havoc 
on tdmonton's roads in more 
ways than one. 

The frigid weather is putting 
extra stress on city workers, 
with seasonal deadlines loom¬ 
ing on neighbourhood and ar¬ 
terial road projects. 

“The precipitation and also 
the persistently lower than 
average temperatures in Oc¬ 
tober have put a crimp into 
things," said Nathan Stelmach, 
general supervisor of integrated 
infrastructure services with 
the ci ty. 

“1 would say we definitely 
lost some production against 
what we would have antici¬ 
pated 

Many projects have dead¬ 
lines scheduled for the coming 
week. As a rule, the city halts 
all road projects for the season 
on Oct. 31. 

This years wet summer and 
cold autumn have been chal¬ 
lenging compared to the rela¬ 
tively dry, long summers of 
2014 and 2015, 

Stelmach said the low tem¬ 
peratures are more of an issue 
than the snow. 

The city is mostly down to 
hot-mix paving by October, but 
even that has been tough. Pav¬ 
ing should be done Lit 4 C or 
higher, and on Friday the tem¬ 
peratures stayed below freezing. 

“Sometimes we can be com¬ 
fortable to make a decision to 
compromise that a little bit," 


Stelmach said. 

If the temperatures don't 
rise for long enough to finish 
proper paving, workers might 
have to put in sacrificial as¬ 
phalt its a temporary measure 
so they can re-open the roads 


before the snow settles in and 
the plows come out. 

“We'll have some projects 
that we’ll have to finish in the 
spring of 2017," Stelmach said. 

“The main thing we always 
try to achieve is make sure all 


lanes are open for the winter." 

Meanwhile, construction pro¬ 
jects will forge ahead. 

PCL Construction spokes¬ 
person Shane Jones said snow 
is not slowing anything down. 

The only time we shutter 
down is when we hit -25 C or 
colder," Jones said. The snow 
itself doesn't pose too much of 
a problem, it's when the wind 
and the temperature gets too

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BIKE CHALLENGES THE CITY CURRENTLY FACES 

City council might have approved temporary bike lanes for Edmonton, but city 
administration will need to iron out many details before shovels hit the ground 
next year. Metro spoke with Manish Shirgaokar, an assistant professor in urban 
and regional planning at the University of Alberta, about five recommendations

Q Parking 


The city will need to ensure that people do not park on bike 
lanes, even for short duration. Shirgaokar said. Adequate 
parking spaces wilt need to be provided, given that the bike 
lanes could take away existing spaces. 1 his has been an issue 
in other North American municipalities. 



<3 Snow 
clearance 

Shirgaokar points to 
other municipalities 
where graders remove 
snow from bike 
lanes before other 
sections of the street. 
Although he doesn't 
think Edmonton is in a 
position to do the same 
quite yet, he believes 
clearing out snow on 
bike lanes should be 
given some priority. 
Not many would use 
a bike lane piled with 
snow. 


Q Fatalities and collisions 

Cyclists need to feel safe in Edmonton. Engineers will have to 
be creative with bike lanes at busy downtown intersections. 
Shirgaokar said the city can look at models such the "Bike Box," 
which has been implement in Portland, Ore. It allows bicyclists 
to move to the front of the traffic, clearing the nght-turn lane 
for vehicles and reducing the chances of a collision.

There should be curved edges on the sidewalks bordering the 
bike paths. A curved edge would make the transition smoother 
for snow-clearing and cleaning equipment to move between 
the two surfaces. It would also ensure that snow cleared from 
the sidewalk isn't dumped onto the bike lane.

Brick competition arrives in the city 


T he suggested music at this 
competition: Pink Floyd's 
The Wall. 

On Oct. 21, the Spec Mix 
Bricklayer competition will 
make its first appearance in 
Edmonton and host up to 10 
teams of two. who will at¬ 
tempt to Say bricks faster and 
more precisely than the other 
competitors to lay claim to 
the title of best brick layers. 

Denis Charbonneau. the 
organizer, says the compe¬ 
tition — which leads to the 
international finals in Las 
Vegas in early 2017— he's 
helped run for about seven 
years in Calgary is now com¬ 
ing to Edmonton as a way to 
pay homage. 

"Edmonton's a big market 


for us," Charbonneau said. 
“1 just wanted to make it 
even {between Calgary and 
Edmonton) and to make it 
go back and forth." 

Charbonneau noted the 
lowly brick is a material used 
less extensively in Alberta 
than many other Canadian 
regions, 

Competitors will get two 
hours to set up and then com¬ 
pete for one hour to brick 
a double-wide wall with 40 
bricks. 

Essentially, the compe¬ 
tition is to see how many 
bricks they can lay. but judg¬ 
es will inspect the work for 
accuracy and cleanliness, 
Charbonneau said.

Execution trailer 
'serves its purpose’

Inside a rusted beige trailer 
with a broken outside win¬ 
dow that serves as the execu¬ 
tion chamber at Montana itate 
Hrison, the clock on the wall 
always reads 12:01. 

Three prisoners have been 
put to death there since Mon¬ 
tana adopted lethal injection 
in 1995 and two prisoners, in¬ 
cluding Canada's Ronald Smith, 
remain on death row. 

'there is a stay on executions 
in Montana stemming from an 
American Civil Liberties Union 
challenge on behalf of Smith 
and the other prisoner. It could 
be years — or never — before 


another execution takes place. 

Warden Leroy Kirkegard is 
hopeful he won't have to over¬ 
see any executions before he 
leaves the job. 

“You have to understand 
1 would fulfil the mission. I 
would fulfil my responsibilities 
if called upon, but it is kind of 
a sense of relief that I'm not 
going to have to do that," said 
Kirkegard, 57, as he took The 
Canadian Press on a tour of 
the death chamber. 

“This is just an old trailer 
from the 1969s that they con¬ 
verted for this use. It serves its 
purpose," he added. 

“It just sits empty. You can 
see from the collection of flies 
on the floor and we're us ing it 
for some storage." 

Between 1S63 and 1943 
there were 71 people who died 
at the end of a rope. The next 
execution didn't happen for 52 
years. The last execution was 


in 2006 after David Dawson 
White gave up on all of his 
appeals. 

Smith, who is originally 
from Red Deer, Alta., remem¬ 
bers when White made his 
decision. 

“Dave and J had become 
quite good friends so that 
was a little harder to take," 
Smith said. 

“He just said yeah. I'm done. 
He was the same age as I w r as 
and everything was falling 
apart on him including his 
health, and he said 1 have no 
interest in being here anymore 
and he just stopped his ap¬ 
peals" 

The entrance to the hidden 
room is meant to keep the exe¬ 
cutioner's identity a secret. A 
table and chair are the only fur¬ 
niture. The fluorescent lights 
are painted a dark red. 

Kirkegard, a U.S. air force 
veteran who spent 20 years 
in the corrections system in 
Las Vegas, said there is an ex¬

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Sturgeon In hot water

Public urged to 
keep eyes open 
for poaching of 
threatened fish 

With eggs for caviar that can 
make one fish worth as much 
as a Ferrari, authorities on both 
sides of the border are stepping 
up efforts to eliminate poach¬ 
ing of a threatened Great Lakes 
species: the sturgeon. 

The unfertilized roe is il¬ 
licitly harvested — often by 
slicing the prehistoric-looking 
creature open and leaving the 
carcass to rot — and sold on 
the international black market. 

"One big stupgeon could be 
worth almost $200.000.* said 
Marc Gaden of the Great Lakes 
Fishery Commission in Ann 
Arbor, Michigan. 

He urges people out hiking 
along rivers and lakes to alert 
police if they see anyone act¬ 
ing furtively with fish. 

"If you see something sus¬ 
picious, say something. If you 
see caviar sold in a store and it 
doesn't seem right, say some¬ 


thing." 

The commission has part¬ 
nered with Crime Stoppers in 
Canada and the United States 
to seek the public's help in 
tipping off police and wildlife 
conservation officials Ea suspi¬ 
cious activity.

jurisdictions where this is hap¬ 
pening," said Dave Forster, 
president of the Ontario As¬ 
sociation of Crime Stoppers, 
which runs a toll-free line for 
anonymous tips at 1-S00-222- 
M77. 

“it's an area of crime that’s 
evolving and it’s often tied to 


a much kirger picture of global 
contraband," he added. 

“By weight, the value of 
caviar can equal or exceed the 
equivalent weight in cocaine." 

In stores, an ounce of legal 
caviar can sell for up to $100, 
or more, depending on the var¬ 
iety, source and quality, 

Jn the wild, conservation of¬ 
ficers such as Dave Hamlin of 
the Ontario Ministry of Natural 
Resources and Forestry spend 
time in the bush looking for 
telltale signs of poaching. 

They include large pools of 
blood on the ground, piles of 
heavy fishing tine needed for 
sturgeon, and, in some cases, 
sturgeon tied up along a river- 
bank and kept alive until a 
buyer can be contacted. 

Asked how much poaching 
is taking place across Ontario 
— from the north to the Great 
lakes, its tributaries and the St. 
Lawrence River— Hamlin said, 
“it's hard to put a finger on. H 

Sturgeon are bottom feed¬ 
ers usually caught in shallower 
waiter using large treble hooks 
baited with worms. In Ontario, 
sport and commercial fishing 
of sturgeon has been banned

Justin Irudeau's Liberals swept to 
power last October with a prom¬ 
ise of a more open government 
that better reflects the values 
and expectations of Canadians.

Townhall meetings on elec¬ 
toral reform have taken place 
across the country, and a special 
task force is gathering views on 
a legalized mari juana regime. 

The liberals say they're ful¬ 
filling the pledge to include 
Canadians in decision-making 
through several means, including 
discussion papers, surveys, online 
portals for written submissions, 
public meetings, regional and na¬ 
tional roundtables, social media, 
teleconferences and webinars.

'Disturbing' attack 
on political office

Fire and graffiti 
at Republican 
Party centre in 
North Carolina 

A Republican Party office in 
North Carolina was damaged by 
fire and someone spray-painted 
an and-GOP slogan referring Co 
"Nazi Republicans" on a nearby 
wall, authorities said Sunday. 

A news release from the town 
of Hillsborough said someone 
threw a bottle filled with flam¬ 
mable liquid through the win¬ 
dow of the Orange County Re¬ 
publican Fatty headquarters 
overnight. The substance ignit¬ 
ed and damaged furniture and 
the interior before burning out. 

The news release says an 
adjacent building was spray- 
painted with the words: “Nazi 
Republicans leave town or else." 

State GOF director Dallas 
Wood house said no one was 
injured, but a security alerl 
is being sent to parly' offices 
around the state. 


On Sunday afternoon, the 
walls of the multi-room office 
were covered in black char, 
and a couch against one wall 
had been burned down to its 
springs. Shattered glass covered 
the floor, and melted campaign 
yard signs showed warped let¬ 
tering. The graffiti had been 
covered in paint by late after¬ 
noon. 

Another business owner dis¬ 
covered the damage Sunday 
morning. Local police are inves¬ 
tigating alongside the Bureau 
of Alcohol. Tobacco, firearms 
and Explosives. 

Woodbouse said that people 
sometimes work after-hours, 
a nd he felt lucky that no one 
was there at the time. 

“They are working around 
the clock. It is a miracle that 
nobody was killed," he said in 
a phone interview. 

Hillary Clinton, the Demo¬ 
cratic nominee for president, 
tweeted: “"The attack on the 
Orange County HQ @NCGOP 
office is horrific and unaccept¬ 
able. Very grateful that every¬ 
one is safe". 

Tom Stevens, the mayor of 


the town about -10 miles north¬ 
west of Raleigh, condemned the 
act in a statement. 

“This highly disturbing act 
goes far beyond vandalizing 
property: it wilfully threatens 
our community's safety via fire, 
and its hatefill message under¬ 
mines decency, respect and in¬ 
tegrity in civic participation," 
Stevens, a Democrat, said in a 
news release. 

Rev. William J. Barber, 
president of the North Caro¬ 
lina chapter of the NAACP, also 
condemned the act. Barber told 
the Associated Fress on Sun¬ 
day, "While vigorous debate 
on issues is acceptable, we in 
the NAACl 3 denounce any kind 
of violence that is perpetrated 
toward our citizens or any pol¬ 
itical party." 

Hillsborough is the county 
seat of Orange County, which 
also includes much of Chapel 
Hill and the University of North 
Carolina camp ns. Registered 
Democrats outnumber Repub¬ 
licans 3-1 in the county that 
picked President Barack Obama 
by a lopsided margin in the 
2012 election, the associattd press

Iraqi Prime Minister Haider 
al-Abadi announced the scan 
oE military operations to Jiber- 
Lite l he nor!hem c ity af'MuMi! 
from Daesli militants cm Mon¬ 
day, launching the country 
on its toughest battle since 
American troops left nearly 
five years ago. 

State TV aired a brief state¬ 
ment in the early horns Mon¬ 
day announcing the start of 
the widely anticipated military 
Offensive to drive Daesh out 
of Iraq’s, second-largest city. 

Broadcasts showed the 
prime minis Lcr. dressed in the 
uniform of the elite counter¬ 
terrorism fortes, speaking 
while flanked by senior mil¬ 
itary officers. 

“These furcL’s that arc lib¬ 
era ring you today, they have 
one goal in Mosul which is 


to get rid of Daesh and to se¬ 
cure your dignity. They are 
there for your sa ke." he tol d 
the city's residents, using an 
alternate name for the mil¬ 
itant group. “Cod willing, we 
5halt win." 

The Eh Lids of sporadic artil¬ 
lery shelling rumbled across 
the rollitig Nineveh plains in 
the direction of Mosul, wit¬ 
nesses said. State TV broad¬ 
cast patriotic music within 
minutes of the announcement.

It's become 
so frequent every employee 
in. our office has noticed 
it at some point. It's been 
brought to my manager's 
attention, who said she 
spoke to her but it's still 
happening. Our boss is a 
very good man who pays us 
well, and is constantly in¬ 
vesting in us. il'we been his 
employee for many years 
and feel I owe him TOO per 
cent honesty. How do I 
bring this to his attention 
without over-stepping my 
manager? 

Confused 

Dear Confused. 

One reason you may be 
confused is because your 
question doesn't make 
sense. What you’re asking 
ls: "How do J overstep my 
manager without overstep¬ 
ping my manager'? 1 ' You 
can’t. It's a logical impos¬ 
sibility. 

The real question is: 
“Should I overstep my man¬ 
ager and report a dishonest 
employee to iny boss?" 

Jn terms of etiquette, no 
worker should ever feel 
obligated to tattle on the 
bad behaviour of another 
worker. The only excep¬ 
tion to this rule is if safety 
is an issue. So. yes, if your 
to-worker at the dynamite 
factory insists on lighting 
scented candles on the shop

floor, then please do report 
them ASAP. 

Otherwise, step light¬ 
ly, You may not have all 
the facts. It's possible the 
punch-card thief is a vile, 
lazy troublemaker who 
takes advantage of good 
people like your boss and 
who thinks the rest of you 
are a bunch of idiot cowards 
for not reporting her. 

But it's also possible 
she's taking work home at 
night, or has a debilitating 
brain condition that makes 
her forget how many times 
she punched her card that 
day, or ls desperately rais¬ 
ing funds toward a holiday 
spent rescuing orphaned 
refugees from the depreda¬ 
tions of child abusers on the 


other side oft he world. Not 
that any of those reasons 
makes cheating the time 
clock a particularly good 
idea. But it's always a very 
bad idea to leap to judgment 
before one has all the facts. 

It’s even possible your 
boss knows exactly what's 
going OH, but has decided 
to deal with it in their own 
way — either by ignoring It, 
or building up a case before 
firing the person. 

Meanwhile, your manager 
is aware of the situation, 
and it is now their respon¬ 
sibility. not yours, to deal 
with it, or not. If the situa¬ 
tion is so demoralizing that 
it’s hampering the pro¬ 
ductivity of you and other 
workers, you may, in good 
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conscience, approach your 
manager and relate your 
concerns. You can even raise 
the issue of how important 
you think it is for the boss 
to be informed — by said 
manager. But it would be 
counterproductive to under¬ 
mine your manager’s au¬ 
thority by going above their 
head and talking to the boss 
yourself. 

I'm sure the situation is 
irritating as all get out. But 
it’s also a good opportunity 
to practise what I preach: 
hoe your own row, and stop 
worrying about what other 
people a lx? doing.

Ho. that’s not iL face il ( 
you know nothing about the 
personal hygiene of Airbnb 
hosts renting out spare rooms. 
But Airbnb is succeeding for 
deeper global reasons. 

Airbnb has told us it was 
basically begging cities to set 
rules lor troublesome “profes¬ 
sional tenters.’’ The Canadian 
Association of Petroleum Pro¬ 
ducers has said it believed in 
man-made climate change. 
And Uber sounded fairly rea¬ 
sonable. 

But Airbnb’s executives 
spoke persuasively about their 
ideal hosts. They pointed out 
that if you don’t have an extra 
bedroom for visiting family 
members, lengthy hotel stays 
are expensive. Airbnb solves 
that, especially in suburbs 
where there are fewer hotels 
I see Airbnb as risky lor lone 
female travellers but on trips 
where a corporation isn’t pick¬ 
ing up the Lib, it's at least af¬ 
fordable. 

The problem is what cit¬ 
izens are being urged to fur¬ 
ther accept. Disruption and 
the “’sharing economy" help 
us worship the God of Cheap 
with even greater fervour. 

They cut costs for people 
frightened about their eco¬ 
nomic fu tore, Our worship is 
no longer voluntary, but man¬ 
dated. People are feeling poor. 
They are in fact poorer, and 
crucially, more isolated than 
they used to be. 

All the services being 


u be red now — grocery deliv¬ 
ery, car shares, task bidding, 
one-table home restaurants - 
are disrupting many indus¬ 
tries while pushing them to 
improve. But will they? 

Digitization oilers speed 
and scale, but sharing plat¬ 
forms use it to place risk on 
the provider and the buyer. 
The digital intermediary risks 
nothing. 

In a world of income in¬ 
equality. inflated housing 
prices, precarious work and 
higher education as an entry 
badge, people are struggling. 

The so-called "sharing 
economy" is cheaper. What 
worries me is that people will 
cut spending in thousands of 
small ways. Yes, paying a pen¬ 
sionless Airbnb host helps her 
keep her home and "age in 
place," and an liber ride helps 
an underemployed person pay 
his rent. But what about hotel 
employees and cabbies? 

These are tiny money saving 
Band-aids. Do citizens have the 
lime to do What Would make 
their lives belter: rally, union¬ 
ize, write to MPs, vote? 

what a cheeseparing exist* 
cure is offered to citizens who 
become one-person factories 
briefly renting out their own 
homes, ears and time tor cash 
wiggle room. It’s fine in the 
short term but a problem in 
the long term. 

1 want to be a citizen, not a 
tiny failing business with in¬ 
come so risible that it doesn't 
even have to charge 11ST. | 
want regular work. I want to 
pay taxes, the price of life, in 
a safe, prosperous organized 
nation, 

As Canada's prime minister 
said at the time of Brexit, we 
are stronger together. Alone, 
we await our late.

In Wonder Women. Sam Maggs 
goes beyond a journey through 
history' s overlooked and influen¬ 
tial women of science and tech¬ 
nology to address an issue that 
is very much here and now: the 
need she sees far representation, 
“You just don’t see as many 
women getting into those fields 
and I think that's really because 
of a lack of role models," she 
explains. "Knowing that lots of 
women have succeeded in the 
past at these things and continue 
to succeed at them and that's 
sort of a viable opportunity — 
I think it’s really important to 
put that out there. " 

Her book profiles 25 women 
across science, medicine, tech¬ 
nology. adventure, and even 
espionage using a mix of stealthy 


textbook education and sassy, 
web humour. 

,L 1 kind of come fr om ibni- 
blr culture," Maggs say's of her 
playful asides and millennial 
references. 

“It's so easy to be mad when 
you read these injustices; so easy' 
to just default and get angry.You 
know, if you don't laugh, you cry. 

" So fcei ng able to approach it 
bom a humorous point of view 
still points out all the horrible 
things, blit makes it a little more 
approachable." 

You'll find the accomplish¬ 
ments of notable innovators 
like Ada Lovelace, a 19th century' 
computer programmer, and dis¬ 
cover lesser known heroines like 
spy Mary Bowser who benefits 
from the kind of research a book 
often compared to the internet. 

"1 learned that Wikipedia is 
hill oflies. basically," says Maggs 
on her research. 

“Mary Bowser was a spy in 
the Confederate White House 
because nobody thought that 
slaves could read, but she was 
actually highly educated. 

“Her Wikipedia entry is full of 
half-truths and falsehoods, and 
digging back into the primary' 
sources and finding out where 
some of those things came from 



or which ones were totally fab¬ 
ricated, that was really fun and 
I kind of geek out over that." 

Although the book covers a 
diverse range of life stories in¬ 


cluding those of queer women 
and women colour, one special 
pattern emerges. 

"Female friendship," says 
Maggs, “throughout time, 
women supporting women is 
what has enabled women to be¬ 
come successful in these fields. A 
lot of the time today we're soil 
of conditioned to feel like there 
can be only one ktdy scientist 
or whatever, because there's 
only one represented in our text¬ 
books. so we feel this innate 
sense of competition ground 
into us. But with these stories 
we see that women supporting 
other women and female friend¬ 
ships are what enables you to 'be 
successful."

Craigslist draws 
ire of advocates

A Vancouver Craigslist ad for a 
personal assistant has advocates 
and at least one professor shak¬ 
ing their heads about what is 
being asked for in the listing. 

The person who posted the ad 
describes him or herself as part 
of a professional working couple 
living in Gastown's Woodward's 
building and asks for things like 
washing vegetables, keeping 
household products stocked, 
and packing lunches. 

It's essentially an ad for a per¬ 
sonal servant , said one UBC pro¬ 
fessor, who added she was not 
surprised to see it given the coun¬ 
try's growing income inequality. 

“They're not calling it a per¬ 
sonal servant but that is what 
they're asking for," said Sylvia 
Fuller, who studies employment 
and inequality. 

“Its not surprising that you 
start to see more of this kind of 
arrangement because there are 
people who can afford it and 
there are folks who don’t have 


any other options.” 

1'he Craig5list ad was posted 
for at least eight days before it 
was flagged and taken down 
last week. Metro has not been 
able to contact the person who 
posted the ad. 

People who are new to the 
labour market, like recent gradu¬ 
ates and immigrants, are often 
the most vulnerable when it 
comes to precarious employ¬ 
ment. said Fuller 

1'he ad language, including its 
claim that the job is an in tern¬ 
ship. indicates the couple is look¬ 
ing for a millennial to fill this job, 
she said. The problem is, there 
is nothing in the job description 
thiit indicates it would forward 
someone's career, she said. 

“You're not really developing 
any particular skills in that job," 
I'he ad even states, “(if) you're 
the type of person who likes 
super “creative" work, where 
you have a lot of variety in your 
day... and deal with a lot of dif¬ 
ferent types of complex challen¬ 
ges ... then this probably is NOT 
right for you.” 

People have historically avoid¬ 
ed this kind of work — personal 
servitude — if they have other 
options and for good reason, 
she said. “If you're hidden in 
somebody’s household, in this 
kind of job, typically you're not 
being paid particularly '.veil but 
it is also easily subject to abuse 
and exploitation"

But the ad has appeared to 
offend a lot of people online 
already. Downtown hast side ad- 
vocate Wendy Pedersen, calls the 
people behind the ad "rich en¬ 
titled slobs with no life skills” and 
Vancouver writer Lindsay Brown 
describes them as “people who 
have Ms as well as a housekeeper 
and demand that you don't get 
mffled if they have a tantrum.” 

Fuller is not surprised the ad 
has ruffled feathers but is also 
not surprised the ad was placed 
in Vancouver.
